A Stump Fraud. 


Stump collectors in .nil parts pfEurop* 


nro just now considcrftbly excitcnl ovei 


• tile very recent discovery tbiU a coupk 
of rogues tuvo been swindling thnm 
most outrageously. It apponrs that 
Afghanistan starup3 aro clear to the 
licurta of nil collectors. .Tho first stnmp 
ever issued in that country appeared in 
1870-71 (Mohammedan date 12SS), dur- 
ing the reign of Shore AH. It is n 
largQ.cirenlar stump with the head of a 
tiger in the eontcr and the value written 
'in characters abovo this head. 
Other 


•issues iippcurcd in subsequent years, but 
all such1 stumps ,aro extremely scarce, 
and therefore valuable. 


Tlio brilliant idea of personally prolit- 


ing from these facts occurred to ono 
rinfex, Ilnnied, who arrived in Paris 
some- short time ago anil proceeded, to 
tlie old slanip-excliango in the Avenue 
(iabriel. (/hamps Klysuos, wlierr; he in- 
formed huynrs tluif'thu ox-l'ostniaster- 
t-ienoral of C'abul had arrived in Mur- 
seillus, but that in one of hi.s trunks, 
still rutaiuiHl ut a port in the Persian 
(lulf, \veru stumps of the oarly issues, 
particularly those issuetl in ]2'J3, un<l 
valued nt from one hundred and twenty i 
live to one thousand francs. Hafe?, saiij 
lie Imil written to tho ex-Postinastur- 
(iunei-nl to telegraph to tho port and 
have his trunks forwarded without de- 
lay, and that immediately on their ar- 
rival he would he in a position fo fur- 
nish collectors with some rare stamps. 
Just nine days later u letter reached 
llafen staling that tlie luggage had :ir- 
rivnl, and very soon afterward Uu 
Afghan stamps were in tlie market. 


Of con I'M! they were bogus, which 


fuet was soon discovered, thanks to the 
shrewdness of an Knglish gentleman re- 
siding in Paris, who, knowing that it 
was impossible for a vessel "to come 
from tin; Persian Gulf to Miu-scillos in 
nine days, made a close study of one of 
tlie stamps. 
Hfi got llafen to write for 


him tho address of tho Postmaster-Gen- 
eral of C'abul, and this address wns 
made in characters that neither Dge- 
mcl cd Din, "tho learned Afghan," nor 
any Arab, Kgyntian or other Oriental 
in this city could read. 
Thev all s;»id 


that not a tingle postmaster in Afghan- 
istan would be able to do so either. 
Moreover, somo of.lhe stamps were ob- 
literated in red ink, and the postmark 
wns almost as visible on the back us it, 
was un the front of the envelope. Now, 
as a matter of .fact, postage stamps in 
Afghanistan arc not sold to tho public 
as in Kurope; it is tlie invariable rule 
for lho_natives to take their letters to 
the ollico and money with them to pav 
the postage; the stump seller takes both 
letter and money, ami having lirst torn 
oil' a pieee of tho stamp, slicks it on the 
envelope and tho operation is ended. 
This method, known to the Paris col- 
lectors, w;ks overlooked by llafo/.Hamed 
mid his accomplices, hence tlio forgery 
was soon discovered and Hafez had to 
seek refuge in ilight. 


It is astonishing what a number o\ 


stump collectors there aro in the world. 
It is a passion which did not come into 
fashion until 18G1, but since that year ii 
has spread everywhere. Twenty years 
ago the divers et.imps to bo obtained 
did riot exceed live hundred. 
Nowa- 


days some albums contain 
nt least 


thrco thousand. In tho Berlin museum 
thoro aro four thousand live hundred 
specimens, so it is said, of which twg 
thousand four hundred and sixty urcKii- 
ropenn and one thousand ono hundred 
and forty-seven American. 
Tho raresl 


Knglish stamps among those actuallj 
issued aro tho bla_ck penny with the ob 
literating mark in red 'ink, and the 
postal envelopes with pictorial borders, 
blaek for thejpeuuy uud bluo for the two. 
penny ones. 


When Marshal MaeMahon was Presi- 


dent of 1'ranee his wife was very anx- 
ious to sec his image set in stamps, 
and somo such designs 
were pre- 


pared, but the postal commission re- 
jected 
them, 
and 
adopted •• tho 


present design. There are'collectors who 
believe that some of these MaeMahon 
stamps got into circulation; hence they 
are supposed lobowithoii tprice, as valu- 
able, in fact, as one or two "Victoria and 
Albert" penny stamps, which sonio 
people also eoididontly believe wore not 
destroyed, 
although never ollicially 


issued. 


There exists in Paris a regular market 


or exchange for old stamp's. 
As most 


people perhaps know, it is held every 
Sunday afternoon in 'the Avenue Ga- 
briel, "and is attended by two hundred, 
or three hundred persons of all ages 
antisocial'standings. Among tho num- 
ber can bo regularly neon such famous 
collectors as l)r. Lcgrando, M. Cnnip- 
boll, M. do Forraoi, son of the Duchess 
of Galliera, tho Baron 
Arthur 
do 


Rothschild, Mr. T. Tapling, M. Castlo. 
it ml M. Marco del Point. 


A journal devoted exclusively to th& 


interest of stamp collectors makes its 
appearance- in this city onco every 
month, and there are others printed in 
Berlin and Vienna. 
Ono of the mem- 


bers of the Paris exchange, an English 
gentleman, has a collection of 
two 


thousand live hundred 
postal cards, 


which is valued at upwards of (if ty thous- 
and 
francs. 
There are collections 


at Paris which cost their owners thous- 
ands of 
pounds, and which include 


stamps valued at one thousand 
live 


hundred francs. 
Ono amateur is now 


on his way to Europe from 
Australin 


who is saitl to have tho best private col
